“It's not always easy to blend traditions 
between families, and sometimes it’s the 
details that are troublesome,” Nelson 
says. If one spouse always opened pre- 
sents on Christmas Eve, and the other is 
committed to opening presents at 6 a.m. 
on Christmas morning, resolution can 
demand high-level negotiations. For 
Nelson, the argument was whether the 
gifts should be gathered under the tree 
or near the stockings; she and her hus- 
band Steve compromised, creating a 
new tradition of their own. 

For Nelson, an activity becomes an 
official family tradition once it has been 
done twice. Some years she'll try some- 
thing new and if it isn't received enthusi- 
astically, it's dropped. 

What do these traditions mean to and 
do for kids? “I think it gives them warm 
fuzzies and a sense of specialness;" 
Nelson says, “a mini-culture they share 
solely with their family.” 


HELPING KIDS BUY GIFTS 


Part of the real meaning behind the 
holidays is lost on children as they make 
out infinite wish lists and gear up expec- 
tantly for the gifts and toys. At some 
point, parents realize their children might 
benefit from participating in the gift 


exchange—even learning ТО plan 
and shop for presents within a budget. 

Children love taking their crumpled-up 
dollar bills to shop for special presents 
for family and friends. How old should 
children be for 
such activities 
to be meaning- 
ful? How do 
you guide 
them? Where 
do you take 
them? And 
what are you 
trying to teach 
them, after all? 

Kyle Bown, 
director of mar- 
keting for Finity 
Corporation, a 
personal 
finance firm in Salt Lake City, Utah, says 
research shows that children are ready 
for gift buying at about age 4 or 5, when 
they are curious about money and able 
to learn basic management and plan- 
ning. “I’m amazed at their interest level,” 
Brown says. “You sit down with them and 
say, ‘This is a dollar. What would you like 
to do with it?” 

Catherine Williams, president of the 
Consumer Credit Counseling Service of 
Greater Chicago, says she thinks par- 
ents should first talk with their children 
about their family’s philosophy of gift 
buying. "Tell them it's important that a gift 
truly comes from the heart. Help them 
learn that gifts can’t buy happiness or 
forgiveness, but that they are a way to 
convey thoughtfulness.’ 

Ideally, gift buying starts with goal set- 
ting weeks or months before the holi- 
days, says Bown. In his household, the 
whole family makes a list, identifying all 
the people for whom they'd like to buy 
gifts. Then they come up with ideas for 
each person and estimates of what the 
items will cost. With children, the same 
process can happen with their own gift 
lists, so they can determine how much 
money they will need before they ven- 
ture out on a shopping trip. 

Williams advocates first taking chil-

dren on a shopping excursion that is 
geared to scoping out what's available 
and getting ideas. After talking and 
thinking over the options, make a sec- 
ond trip with specific gifts in mind. It's 
less stressful and it reduces the risk of 
last minute arguments about whether a 
given gift is a good idea. 

Williams advocates encouraging chil- 
dren to buy everyone on their gift list a 
similar item, individualized for their partic- 
ular interests and hobbies. For instance, 
a child could get everyone a coffee mug, 
or a calendar, each geared to the per- 
son's personality. "It helps the children 
focus, its manageable, and it limits the 
shopping to one area of a store.” 

Williams also encourages families to 
consider looking in unique places for 
gifts, like the hardware or stationery 
store. One year her 12-year-old daugh- 
ter gave people bags of flower bulbs, 
wrapped creatively; another year she 
gave mechanical pencils to her friends. 

Children can also come up with gift 
ideas that don't involve shopping: they 
can make coupons by hand or on the 
computer for services—"Take out the 
trash" or "Babysit for four hours free"—or 
can bake cookies or make crafts. Some 
children paint pictures for everyone on 
their gift list, or write poems or stories. 

Whether a gift is bought or made, 
Williams recommends that parents help 
the children plan for all the gift-related 
costs—wrapping paper, sales tax, and 
baking supplies—so they learn how to 
estimate the expense of a present. 

Despite careful planning, children are 
prone to run short at the cash register. 
What do you do when the child looks at 
you in panic and needs $5 more for the 
gift? Williams suggests making up the 
shortfall with an I.O.U. “Be sure to col- 
lect the money owed later; that’s their 
first introduction to a credit relationship.’ 

Bown and Williams say these early 
lessons instill a healthy lifelong attitude 
to managing money. But Bown warns 
parents that they should consider their 
own gift-buying habits during the 
holidays first: “What message are you 
sending the children with your 
own example?" 
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GREAT LAST MINUTE GIFTS 
T DOESN'T MATTER HOW well-organized you are—inevitably you'll need a 
last-minute present. Some professional shoppers recommend keeping a linen 
closet stocked with classic gifts that can be given to almost anyone. Here are a 
few ideas, geared to the young and the young at heart: 


1) TO-DO KITS: Children love creating things. Try THE 
MAKE-YOUR-OWN-BUTTON BOOK by Andrea Wayne-

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AYMOND SINGER 
HAS DONE A 
LOT IN HIS LIFE. 
For years he was a regular on 
primetime TV. Singer has acted in 
and directed plays, both off- 
Broadway and on. Then, five years 
ago, he and his wife, Eugenia 
Botswick-Singer, decided to become 
full-time writers. As such, they have 
scripted countless movies for televi- 
sion and film. So when the duo got 
the call asking them to write a 
primetime TV movie about an inspir- 
ing teacher, Ray Singer remembers 
thinking, “Piece o' cake.” 


“Here’s what | knew going into 
this,” Ray says. “Every year The Walt 
Disney Company and McDonald’s 
recognize outstanding teachers from 
around the country. After а rigorous 
selection process, they bring 36 top 
honorees together for a week in late 
Fall and give them a chance to get 
to know one another. The week cul- 
minates in The American Teacher 
Awards, broadcast on The Disney 
Channel, where the top honoree in 
each of 12 fields is recognized. From 
these twelve, one is chosen to be 
the Outstanding Teacher of the Year. 
And that's who Eugenia and | were 
assigned to write about—the 
Outstanding Teacher of 1995. 

“1 knew this guy had been chosen 
as Outstanding Athletic Coach and 
then Outstanding Teacher of the 


Year. І knew he taught at a high 
school in Belleville, New Jersey. And 
| knew that he was blind. But nothing 
prepared me for the force of nature 
called Rich Ruffalo. - 
"I got to his house in New Jersey, 
and Rich answered the door. He's 
big—he still competes in worldwide 
competitions in weight lifting, javelin 
and discus. He's got a streetwise 
way of talking and a kind of gruff 
demeanor. But the most striking 
thing about him are his eyes. There | 
is such clarity, purity, and honesty in - 
those eyes, it is jarring. You have to 
remind yourself that he's blind. | 

“So I'm standing in his living room 
and Rich's six-year-old daughter | 
walks in and asks him to help her do 
up the buttons on her dress, which | 
he does. Then he says to her, ‘Honey, | 

you're wearing your blue dress. | 
love your blue dress. You look so _ 
pretty in it. Doesn't she look E 
Ray?' And I think to myself, this i is 
one heck of an assignment.” : 

For the next several days, Ray fol- 
lowed Rich everywhere. “When he 
walks down the hall, he jangles his | 
keys and the kids part to let him 
through like the Red Sea. As he 

passes, they are all yelling out, ‘Hey, 
Mr. Ruff. And, incredible as it seems, 
he knows every student by voice and 
can name them all. 

"He's а kibbitzer with a great | 
sense of humor. He's always joking 
around with everyone. The kids, __ 
especially, are drawn to him. | saw - 
students who just met him, crying 
and pouring out their life story 

- within the first 10 minutes of know- 


ing him. I think they feel he's over- 
come so much adversity in his own 
life, that he can empathize with 
their pain.” 

Rich Ruffalo would tell you that 
this is, indeed; the key to his suc- 
cess as a teacher. "When | tell the 
kids, If | can succeed with my eyes 
closed; you can certainly do it with 
your eyes open, they know Рт 


- telling it like it is. They all know my

Rich first realized something was 
wrong when he was in college. “It 
started out with simple things. | was 
having trouble seeing colors. My 
night vision was going. Taking notes 
became harder and harder. 

In those days, hardly anyone was

tion. But if | couldn't see, there was 
still a power watching out for me. My 
then-principal, now supervisor, 
Michael Lally, refused my resigna- 
tion. Instead, he gave me a full time 
proctor who could read and correct 
papers so 1 could continue to teach. 

"| figured the only sane response 
to Michael’s challenge was to take 
serious stock of myself. So I took an 
inventory of my strengths and weak- 
nesses, and decided to take life on. 
Soon after that, | met my wife. | was 
just a regular schmo, and a blind one 
at that, but she loved me anyway. 

“Once | had someone to love, 1 
had all the motivation | needed. lve 
been in hyperdrive ever since. It is 
crucial to me that both my wife and 
daughter never, ever say, *We missed 
out on that because he's blind: 
want them to be proud of me. | want 
to leave a legacy in their hearts.” 

“That should be no problem,” says 
Ray Singer. “This guy’s enthusiasm 
is boundless. His claim to fame is 
his ability to motivate. He gets these 
kids to believe in themselves and to 
understand that learning is a skill 
they can develop that will enhance 
everything about their lives.” 

Rich admits his classroom tech- 
nique is highly traditional. He fol- 
lows the book—he’s memorized it— 
and runs a very tight ship. “But,” 
says Rich, “if all 1 do is show up and 
teach biology and I’m blind, I'm 
teaching these kids something 
about hope.” 

Ray Singer would also say Rich 
teaches his students something 
about love. “Rich is completely crazy 
about his little girl. So he's devel- 
oped this technique with his stu- 
dents where he puts her face on 
each one of them. That way he’s 
always talking to someone he loves.’
